Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers for 
the ensuing year. 


Article 2. To raise and appropriate such sums of 
money as may be necessary to defray town charges 
for the ensuing year. 


Article 3. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500.00) 
for the repairs of highways for the ensuing year. 


Article 4. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500.00) 
for maintenance of winter roads. 


Article 5. To see if the town will vote to accept Town 
Road Aid, and raise and appropriate the sum of four 
hundred seventy-nine dollars and nineteen cents 
($479.19) for the same. 


Article 6. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of six hundred dollars ($600.00) for 


bridge maintenance. 
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Article 7. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000.00) 
for the general expenses of the highway department, 
for highways. F , 


Article 8. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate one hundred twenty-five dollars ($125.00) for 
the compensation of the tax collector. 


Article 9. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the necessary money to maintain the Obser- 
vation Post Civil Defense. 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote to raise and. 
appropriate four hundred dollars ($400.00) for the Pine 
Blister Rust Control. | 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the selectmen to. borrow such sums of money as they 
deem necessary in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of twenty-five dollars ($25.00) for 
the Lisbon District Nursing Association. 


Article 13. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate ten dollars ($10.00) for the observance of 
Memorial Day. 


Article 14. To see what sums of money the town will 
vote to raise and appropriate for Town Officers’ sal- 
aries and Town Officers’ expenses 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to grant a dis- 
count of two per cent. on all taxes paid on or before 
such time as the selectmen may designate. 
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Article 16. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate one hundred fifty dollars ($150.00) on ac- 
count of property fires. 


Article 17 To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of thirty-two dollars and seventy- 
two cents ($32.72) for the White Mountains Region 
Association. 


Article 18. To see if the town wishes to continue ob- 
taining the services of State Auditor and Accountant 
for the yearly audit of its town books. 


Article 19. To see if the town meeting wishes to con- 
sider at this time the proposition of the exchange or 
purchase of a new town truck for the use of the high- 
way department. 


Article 20. To see if the town meeting at this time 
would consider plans for the repair or renewal of the 
town house shed. 


Article 21. To see if the town will vote to adopt a 
plan for extending to employees of the town the bene- 
fits of Title II of the Federal Social Security Act (O!d 
Age and Survivor’s Insurance) as authorized by Chap- 
ter 234 of the Laws of 1951, and to raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of one hundred dollars ($100.00) to defray 
the town’s share of the cost thereof. 


Article 22. If the foregoing article is adopted, to see if 
the town will authorize the selectmen to execute on 
behalf of the town the necessary agreement with the 
State of New Hampshire to carry into effect the plan 
and to see if the town will designate the town treasurer 
as the officer to be responsible for the administration 
of the plan. 
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Article 23. To hear the reports of agents, auditors, 
committees and officers heretofore chosen and pass 
votes relative thereto. 


Article 24.. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting.

Submitted herewith is the report of the annual audit 
and examination of the accounts of the Town of Ly- 
man for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1951, which 
was made by this Division as requested. Exhibits as 
hereafter listed are included as part of the report. 


Scope of Audit 


Included in the examination and audit were the ac- 
counts and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treas- 
urer, Tax Collector, Town Clerk and Trustees of 
Trust Funds. 


Financial Statements 


Comparative Balance Sheets: 
Dec. 31, 1950—Dec. 31, 1951 


(Exhibit A) 
Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1950 
and December 31, 1951, are presented in Exhibit A. As 
indicated therein, the financial condition changed from 


a Surplus of $438.19 to a Net Debt of $460.25 during 
1951. 
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Analysis of Change in Financial Condition 
(Exhibit B) 
An analysis of the change in financial condition of 
the Town during the year is made in Exhibit B, with 


the factors which caused the change indicated therein.

(Exhibits C and D) 


Comparative statements of appropriations and ex- 
penditures, estimated and actual revenues for the fis- 
cal year ended December 31, 1951, are presented in Ex- 
hibits C and D. As indicated by the budget summary 
(Exhibit D), a net overdraft of appropriations of 
$1,034.77, less'a net revenue: surplus. of $239.56, resulted 
in a net budget deficit of $825.11. 


Summary of Receipts and Expenditures (Exhibit E) 


A summary of receipts and expenditures for the fis- 
cal year ended December 31, 1951, made up in accord- 
ance with the uniform classification of accounts, is 
included in Exhibit E. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance, 
as of December 31, 1951, is indicated in Exhibit F. 
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Audit Procedure 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public 
funds were examined and audited. Vouchers and can- 
celled checks were compared with supporting invoices 
and payrolls as well as entries in the books of record. 
Receipts were checked by source insofar as possible 
and totals of receipts and expenditures verified. Book 
balances were verified by comparison with reconciled 
bank balances made from statements obtained from de- 
pository banks. Verification of uncollected taxes was 
made by mailing notices to delinquent taxpayers as in- 
dicated by the Collector’s records. 


General Comments 
Selectmen’s Accounts: 


In the report of our audit last year we commented 
as follows: } 

“At the time of the audit the expenditures as re- 
corded in the Selectmen’s book had not been totaled 
and it became necessary for the auditors to do this. 
The columns in which the various account classifica- 
tions are carried out were likewise not totaled, so that 
the auditors also had to perform this work in order tc 
balance the accounts. 

“Tt is of particular importance that the expenditures 
be totaled at least monthly in order that comparison 
may be made between the individual appropriations 
and expenditures which are charged thereto. Unless 
this is done little or no control can be exercised cver 
appropriations. All accounts should be closed and bal- 
anced immediately after the close of the fiscsl yerr b2- 
fore the date on which the audit takes place.” 

The same condition was found to exist this year and 
it is again recommended that attention be given to this 
matter, particularly in view of the fact that there was 
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a net overdraft of appropriations in both of the years 
1950 and 1951. 

An improvement was noted in the classification “of 
expenditures. 


er Conclusion 


With exceptions. as herein noted the accounts of all 
town officials w hich we examined were found in ‘good 
condition and the accounting procedure conformed to 
prescribed methods. |
